From the North Country for a 


Conference with Chief 


Wm. T. Cox, sta te forester, con­ 
ducted a meeting at Duluth for the 
information of his subordinates, and 
gave an interesting outline 
of 
the 
work to his men: 
"T he men are in a way trail-blaz­ 
ers and advance guards of progress," 
said he. 
"In their work 
the 
men 
spend virtually all of their wording 
time on the trail. 
Each ranger has 
a tent and packsack. 
die sleeps in 
this tent at night and cooks his meals 
from the food he carries on his back 
in the pack. 
“ Our work consists 
of patrolling 
the state forests, m a cing new trails, 
malting por*t 
working with the 
settlers, and preventing forest fires. 
“ We have so systematized the work 
now th at our men patrol routes so 
laid out th at the wide expanse of for­ 
est is covered. 
H undreds of small 
br s are yearly discovered aud ex­ 
tinguished by the 
rangers. 
Trails 
are also patrolled and provided. 
Not 
only is the work of the greatest im­ 
portance in the preservation of the 
forest* but it also serves as a great 
measure of assistance to the tourist 
and settler. 
"In our meeting here we are dis­ 
cussing the slash disposal by the lum­ 
ber companies. 
Our men watch for 
th 
leaving of spellings and check 
the lumber companies up on this. Ac­ 
cumulation of slashings is one of the 
greatest causes of forest fires. 
"The compelling of 
the 
lumb r 
companies to clean up the slashing is 
a in asure intended for tile protection 
of the forests and 
a 
preventative 
against fire. 
Methods of fire preven­ 
tion, tire patrol and canoe routes are 
seine of the other subjects that are 
being discussed among the men. 
" F o r the most part the men a:e 
high class fellows, men of intelli­ 
gence. 
They 
have labored 
in

woods for years, some of them, and 
like trappers 
and h u nte rs they 
are 
thoroughly at home.

Forest Rangers Gather 
in 
Duluth 


From the North Country for a 


Conference with Chief 


Wm. T. Cox. state forester, con­ 
ducted a meeting at /Duluth for the 
information of bis subordinates, and 
gave an interesting outline 
of 
the 
work to his men: 
“ The men are in a way trail-blaz­ 
ers and advance guards of progress," 
said he. 
“ In their work 
the 
men 
spend virtually all of their wording 
time on the trail. 
Each ranger has 
a tent and packsack, 
die sleeps in 
this tent at night and cooks Ills meals 
from the food ho carries on his back 
in the pack. 
“Our work consists 
of patrolling 
the state forests, m aaing new trails, 
making no Pi 
^ working with the 
settlers, and preventing forest fires. 
“ We have so systematized the work 
now that our men patrol routes so 
laid out that the wide expanse of for­ 
est is covered. 
Hundreds of small 
fir a are yearly discovered aud ex­ 
tinguished by the 
rangers. 
Ti ails 
are also patrolled and provided. 
Not 
only is tile work of the greatest im­ 
portance in the preservation of the 
forests but it also serves as a great 
measure of assistance to the tourist 
and settler. 
"In our meeting bere we are dis­ 
cussing the slash disposal by the lum­ 
ber companies. 
Our men watch for 
th" leasing of slashings and check 
the lumber companies up on this. Ac­ 
cumulation of slashings is one of the 
greatest causes of forest fires. 
“ The compelling of 
the 
lumb r 
companies to clean up the slashing Is 
a m asure intended for the protection 
of the forests and 
a 
preventative 
against tire. 
Methods of fire preven­ 
tion, lire patrol arui canoe routes are 
some of tho other subjects that are 
being discussed among the men. 
“ For the most part the men are 
high class f Hows, men of intelli­ 
gence. 
They have labored 
iii 
the 
woods for years, some of them, and 
like trappers aud hunters they are 
thoroughly at home. 
Most 
of 
the 
men love the work and take a great 
pride iii it. 
“ In addition to the forest /rangers, 
we have what might be called the 
auxiliary service. 
The lumber com­ 
panies have men hired to watch for 
forest fires, and by mutual arran g e­ 
ment these men work with us. Then

General Review of the Work Now Be- 
ing Carried on Under this Head 
for Benefit of Scholars 


John S. Carroll,, supervisor of the 
industrial trainin g course 
in 
the 
Brainerd high school at the request 
of the Dispatch has favored the paper 
with the following interesting article 
regardin g this department: 


The manual arts department occu­ 
pies at the present time tiw-ee rooms 
iu the basement of the Brainerd high 
school. 
The department now con­ 
sists of a room for wood work, a room 
for keeping stock and finishing pur­ 
poses, and 
a mechanical 
drawing 
room. 
T h e 
bench 
room 
has 
an 
equipment which provides for a class 
of tw enty boys wroking at the same 
time. 
The apparatus includes bench 
tools and wood 
working 
benches, 
general tools and special equipment 
for shop drawing and equipment for 
staining, 
etc. 
resid es 
the 
above 
there are the usual grind stone and 
oil stones for sharpening the tools. 
Great emphasis is laid upon this part 
of the work. 


In plannin g and 
organizing 
the 
course of study, the aim has been to 
provide a standard set of exercises, 
which will by their construction de­ 
velop the required skill in the use of 
various tools and 
the 
mechanical 
drawing instruments. 
-During 
the 
present year all the classes ranging 
from th e sixth A grade to the first 
year high school are doing regular 
wora in the shop and drawing depart­ 
ment. 
In order to mort* fully meet 
the needs of the school, a special 
room has been equipped 
for 
high 
school mechanical drawing. 
In this 
room there are ten drawing tables 
made or set up by the boys in both 
the wood working class and the me­ 
chanical draw ing class. 
All the boys 
in the high school courses have the 
necessary 
equipment 
including 
a 
text book for a standard course in 
mechanical drawing. 
The 
text 
on 
mechanical draw ing is the work of 
Prof. (’has. Bennet of 'Bradley Poly­ 
technic institute, Peoria, 
IU. 
Prof. 
Bennet is ranked among the best a u ­ 
thorities on th e subject of manual 
arts in this country and is well qual 
Hied to produce a standard work for 
high schools. 
Tile book- used in con 
neetion with the seventh and eighth 
grade wood work is by Prof. Ira 
Griffith, assistant to iPr-of. Bennett at 
Bradley and both books are thorough 
ly practical and organized so that 
they present a basis to establish 
course which will necessarily be ped 
agogically sound. 
Our aim in this work wras well de 
fined by »Dr. T. LM. Balliet before the 
Massachusetts Teachers’ Association 
at Worcester, Nov.,. 1895. 
Dr. Barn­ 
et said: 
“(Manual training is but 
another form of mental training and 
the hand is but the sixth sense, an 
additional avenue to the mind,” and 
‘whilst no one with any appreciation 
of w h a t our public schools system is 
and why it exists, would suggest that 
it be used solely to train apprentices 
for any trade it does give the pupil 
a training which will enable him at 
once, on leaving school, to earn from 
11.50 to $2.50 
a 
day.’’ 
In 
other 
words, the man will not need to work 
for a boy’s wages; and we aim to 
furnish opportunity for the growth 
of certain powers of the mind through 
the instrumentality of the hand and 
material things and thus to “ Put the 
whole boy to school.” 
Now the manual trainin g work is 
correlated with other school subjects 
in all the grade 
and 
high 
school

work, but the arithmetic is an ob­ 
struction; he must remove, or fail in 
his purpose to complete a useful a r ­ 
ticle in the shop. 
So, the pupil must 
apply his instruction through farced 
interest in the model!. 
Course of study,. Sixth grade knife 
work!— in this grade the boys are giv 
en work in thin wood, which involves 
straight grain whittling, cross grain 
whittling, 
oblique 
whittling, 
and 
curve whittling. 
The work is a prep­ 
aration for th e advanced work and 
the pupil learns the use of the tools 
and methods followed in making sim­ 
ple, detailed 
drawings. 
The 
tools 
used are the knife, try square, com­ 
passes, copping saw, ruler, pencil, tri­ 
angles,. draw ing board and T-square. 
Such articles as rulers, pencil sharp­ 
eners, necktie racks, 
kite winders, 
pen trays, whisk broom holders, etc., 
are made and they are aimed to be of 


practical use in the home or school. 
After 
a pupil has 
completed this 
course, he is ^vell able to take up the 
bench work and can concentrate his 
mind 
upon the proper use of the hand 
tools. 
This is very 
important 
be­ 
cause 
at this time 
the pupil must 
learn the correct habit of work and 
master the use of the 'plane. 


Seventh and Eig hth 
grade 
ele­ 
mentary wood work— The real bench 
work begins in the seventh grade and 
is carried' on in the eighth grade an 
high school. 
The seventh grade pu 
pil makes simple working drawings 
o<f the various models and then after 
the necessary demonstrations, he docs 
the bench work necessary to produc 
the model in wood. 
In 
the 
eighth 
grade the boys follow up the worn of 
the seventh grade, but the problem 
involve new' processes of tool w'ork 
and the mechanical drawing is more 
difficult in construction. 
The aim of 
this course is a training in the tech 
nicail processes of elementary wood 
working to give the desired skill in 
the use of the hand tools and median 
ieal drawing instruments. 
The pu 
pils in the eighth grade are allowed 
a certain amount of originality in de 
signing and making pieces involving 
certain processes and difficulties, 
reasonable amount of time is used in 
talKing over lumbering, saw milling 
industrial work, hand tools, common 
points, types and principles of design, 
wood finishing and 
practical 
prob­ 
lems. 
Four or five of the most sim 
pies joints are made and then applied 
in a model for the home, school or of 
flee.

High School Joinery and Cabinet 
Work— Projects of simple furniture 
making, involving the various joints 
used in cabinet construction are made 
and finished in the proper manner.

State Board of Control Bulletin Tells 
How the 12.000 Wards of the 
State are Fed Daily 


To prepare and cook meals three 
times a day for approximately 12,000 
people, to vary t'he menu so that all 
appetites will 'be satisfied, and to spe­ 
cialize in the case of the sick, is no 
ordinary task, yet th a t is one of the 
details looked sifter by the state board 
of control,, through those in charge of 
the various state institutions. 
What the preparation of a day's 
victuals for a state institution means, 
as well as the care that is exercised 
in the cooking of the same, is exem­ 
plified at the state prison where near­ 
ly 1,4(Hi persons are fed daily. Their 
average daily consumption of bread 
is 500 loaves, each loaf weighing five 
pounds. 
This bread is prepared and 
baked in one of the most up-to-date 
bakeries In the Ignited States, and the 
Hour which enters into its composi­ 
tion is laboratory tested as to gluten 
quality and purity. 
Then 'follows in 
order, the meat for the day, vege­ 
tables by the ton, and soup which 
runs into the hundreds of gallons. 
The tea and coffee consumed alone 
would be sufficient to satisfy the pop­ 
ulation of a small town. 
Every day in the year the state 
board of control has before it ‘the bills 
of fare for that day of every state in­ 
stitution under its jurisdiction. Thes 
are prepared, by the institution of 
ficials a week in advance and cover 
be 2il 
meals for the next weekly 
period. 
Naturally these meals vary 
n character, as a dinner served to the 
children at the state school at Owa­ 
tonna, or the hospital for crippled 
children at Bhalen Bark, would h a r d ­ 
ly satisfy tile more lusty appetites of 
those confined in the state reforma­ 
tory at ist. ( loud, or the more exact- 
ug demands of the inmates of the 
avera I insane hospitals and asylums.

In planning and

President Wilson’s innovation, that of 
delivering his message in person to 
the joint session of tile senate and 
house, has resulted in making two in­ 
teresting opening days instead of one, 
as in the past. 
The opening of a ses­ 
sion of congress, w hether it be the be­ 
ginning of a new term or the begin­ 
ning of a short session, is always in­ 
teresting, and the galleries are throng­ 
ed with visitors on such occasions. 
Iii the senate It is a day of frock 
coats and careful attire, much decorum 
and formality. 
Of course there is a 
great deal of handshaking, as every 
senator knows every other senator, 
and, although a comparatively short 
time has intervened since the adjourn­ 
m ent of the last session, the greetings 
are just as hearty as if the separation 
hod been for a year. 
In the house the scenes are a great 
deal more hilarious, and members talk 
and laugh and joke, slap cadi other 
on the back and behave like college 
men a t a reunion rather than a digni­ 
fied legislative body. 
The formalities of opening a session 
of congress are not particularly inter­ 
esting and are always the same, con­ 
sisting of calling of the roll, appoint­ 
ment of a committee to notify the 
president, 
Hie 
notification 
by 
each 
house that a quorum of the other is 
present and ready for business. 
Noth­ 
ing is done until the president deliv­ 
ers his message, and th at is reserved 
for the second day. 


The Cotton Situation. 
A\ hen the long session of congress 
adjourned a number of southern men 
were engaged in a struggle to do some­ 
thing for cotton. 
The air was filled 
with prophesies of dire calamity to the 
cotton producers of the south unless 
tile United States government should 
come to the rescue. 
When congress 
adjourned a vote was pending in the I 
house on one of Congressman Henry's I 
cotton propositions. 
It is expected th a t Hie fight will be 
renewed where it was left off and that 
another effort will be m ade by the cot­ 
ton men to have congress take some 
action which will meet the peculiar 
conditions growing out of the European 
war. 
Not All Agreed. 
There is still a great difference of 
opinion, even among southern men, as 
to w hether the United States govern­ 
ment should take any action in the 
present situation. 
Quite a num ber of 
them are exhibiting clippings from 
southern papers, in which it is assert­ 
ed that the south does not w ant to be 
put in the attitude of a mendicant. 
Many of these southerners also believe 
that it is no part of the duty of the 
United States government to enter 
upon relief legislation under such con­ 
ditions. 
Men representing all cotton districts, 
however, are still much concerned over 
the situation and continue to insist that 
the government shall toke some action 
looking to the relief of the cotton pro­ 
ducers. The prospects are th at no leg­ 
islation of th at kind can pass a t this 
session of congress. 
Bad Legislation Probable. 
Every 
short 
session 
of 
congress 
which works with a view of avoiding 
an extra session in the spring in order 
to pass appropriation bills is in danger 
of passing bad legislation. 
The fact 
that every member of congress, both 
in the senate and house, desires to get 
away affords an opportunity for those 
who w ant to “put something through” 
to force unwise provisions into an a p ­ 
propriation 
bill 
and hold 
it there. 
Rather than cause an extra session of 
congress to the inconvenience of so 
many members the great majority will 
yield, and one or two men can some­ 
times hold up tile entire congress and 
compel It to come to their terms. 
This situation has brought to W ash­ 
ington a large num ber of “willing 
workers,” as some of tin* lobbyists are 
called, who will endeavor to stuff the 
appropriation bills full of All kinds of 
jobs and claims and in other ways try 
to secure some of the money in the 
treasury. 
When Tillman Won 
The situation reminds me of the time 
when Senator Tillman forced a South 
Carolina claim into an appropriation 
bill and compelled the house of repre­ 
sentatives to accept it, although the 
most vigorous protests were made by 
the members of the appropriations 
committee having it in charge. One of 
these was Uncle Joe Cannon, who at 
that time was chairman of the com­ 
mittee on appropriations, lit denounc­ 
ed the holdup In unmeasured terms. A 
short time afterward the senate met in 
special session, and Tillman went back 
at Cannon in a vitriolic speech which 
was characteristic of him in those 
days when he whs well known all over 
the country as “Pitchfork Ben.”

treasury.

ed by the Indian treaty. 
Chief Spec­ 
ial Agent Larson and his three depu­ 
ties returned to that city on Tues­ 
day, and the Pioneer 
states that 
“ Wilton, it is understood, will be 
closed and should the “ dry zone” he 
made to include the entire district, 
Hibbing, Chisholm, Kelliher, Ut aud 
Rapids, and a portion of 'Brainerd 
will be hit.” 
« 
The Pinner says that it is believed 
that tho entire territory covered by 
the treaty provisions will be closed 
now, and that all saloons are likely 
to receive the lid order. 
The 
government 
men 
were 
in 
Brainerd for four days the later part 
of last week and the first of this,, but 
nothing leaked out here as to their 
intention, and those engaged in the 
liquor business here are as ignorant 
as ever as to the intentions. 
At Bemidji the drug stores have 
not been molested in the sale of liq­ 
uor in their line of business but just 
what stops are to be taken along till 
line has not been disclosed. 
Up to 
date there has been no violations of 
the closing order in that city. 
The Bemidji Brewing company on 
Tuesday morning caused to 'be served 
on Special Agent Larson an order 
restraining him, or his deputies, from 
in any manner destroying or molest­ 
ing any property of that concern. 
The restraining order which is sign­ 
ed by Judge C. \V. Stanton, upon pe­ 
tition of Marshall A. 'Spooner, attorn­ 
ey for the brewing company, expires 
on J I unary l l , IPI a. 
The restraining order grants priv­ 
ilege to the brewery to prepare what 
beer it Kus under construction, and 
to ship it to points outside of tho 
treaty territory. 
It will take alroot 
six Yv.oks for the material now on 
hand to mature, and it is expected 
that it will have all been shipped by 
the time the restraining order ex­ 
pires.

Presldent Wilson is evidently satisfied 
with the efforts that he bas been milk­ 
ing to get In closer touch with con 
gress, first by reading Ids various mes­ 
sages to the two houses in joint as­ 
sembly and by appearing ut the capitol 
at various times for the purpose of 
consulting 
senators 
and 
representa­ 
tives on pending legislation. 
No doubt this accounts for the dis­ 
cussion that has taken place regarding 
any move on the part of the adminis 
tratlon to get in closer touch with the 
lawmakers in the capitol. 
The now 
move proposed that the president shall 
attend the executive sessions of the 
senate when treaties, foreign relations 
and presidential nominations are under 
consideration. 
The other is that the 
cabinet shall attend tile sessions of the 
house when matters are being discuss­ 
ed pertaining to their various depart­ 
ments. 
If the president should determine to 
attend tile executive sessions of the 
senate, a right which he possesses, it 
would interfere with ids afternoon golf 
game. 
The semite usually goes Into 
executive session along ubout 5 o'eloek 
in the afternoon. 
At that time the 
president is generally on the golf links 
taking ids afternoon recreation. 
Then, 
again. the senate goes into executive 
session at unexpected times, although 
the senate might act in accordance 
with the president’s wishes if lie e x ­ 
pressed a desire to attend the sessions. 
Members of tile cabinet would fiud 
their time much disturbed if they un 
dertook to attend the sessions of tile 
house, for various subjects pertaining 
to tho different departments are up for 
consideration at different times during 
the day. 
Then, again, it would require 
a change in the rules of tho house to 
permit cabinet officers to participate In 
the debates, and this change could not 
be brought about without a great deal 
of difficulty.

T he people of the United States do 
not get Interested in great affairs of 
their own unless there is some attend­ 
ant danger connected with them.

Instance, when w e had troops in Cuba 
and there was trouble from time to 
time our interests centered in that is­ 
land to the exclusion of almost every­ 
thing cise. 
The sam e w as true In the 
Philippines as long as w e h a d ,troops 
fig ll ting the insurrci tos. 
Since tile lighting censed there is 
scarcely ever an item in any of tile pa­ 
pers or any particular discussion a hont 
the Philippine Islands. 
Kl*en the dis­ 
cussion of the Philippine bill in tile 
11 OO Se of representatives fell Hat and 
people almost refused to interest them 
selves in the debates that went on for 
two or three weeks. 
And there is no 
interest in the Panama canal except 
when reference is made as to its possi­ 
bilities in case of war. 


B ' g C a n a l B u s i n e s s . 
At tile present time, with the canal 
still in incomplete condition and the 
possibilities of interruption from time 
to time by tile slides which frequently 
occur, there is already a large traffic 
through the canal. 
In a recent issue 
of the Canal Record, a paper devoted 
entirely to canal matters, an entire 
page is devoted to ships and shipping 
going through the canal and on the 
w ay to tile canal.
